Bishop Potter of Diocese of New 


York Enters Into Rest. 


Bishop Henry Codman Potter died 


Tuesday night at Fernleigh, his sum 
mer home at Cooperstown, N. Y., af 
ter an illness of several weeks, aged 
73 years. 
The Bishop was uncon 
scious all day, and the end, which 
came at 8:35 p. m., was peaceful and 
quiet. 


Death was due primarily to embol- 
ism in the right leg, following a long 
attack of liver and stomach trouble 
and the end had been foreseen for 
several days by the Bishop's physi- 
cians. 
Bishop Potter suffered a se- 


vere relapse Monday morning and 
though oxygen was given, his decline 
was gradual, and he sank into uncon- 
sciousness early Tuesday, which last- 
ed until the end.

HENRY CODMAN POTTER 


Bishop Potter was born in Schen- 


ectady, N. Y., May 25, 1835. His 
education was obtained chiefly at the 
Episcopal - Academy, 
Philadelphia, 


and for a time he engaged in mercan- 
tile pursuits, but this was not for 
long, as he seemed predestined for 
the church, and found content in fol- 
lowing out a course of classical edu- 
cation. 
He entered the Theological 


Seminary of Virginia, and was grad- 
uated from that institution in 1857. 
During the same year he married, 
and on May 25 of the same year re- 
ceived deacon's orders at the hands 
of his father in St. Luke's church, 
Philadelphia. 
He was ordained in 


Trinity church, Pittsburg, October 
15, 1858, by Dr. Bowman, assistant 
Bishop of Pennsylvania, and assumed 
his first pastoral charge as r,ector of.

was chosen president of Kenyon Col- 
lege, at Gambler, O., and in the same 
year was further honored by a call 
to St. Paul's church at Albany, N. Y.

Try, instead, this simple remedy 


which is frequently successful: 


Apply to the face five or six times 


a day a saturated solution of borax 
in rose water, and allow it to dry on 
the skin. 


Another excellent remedy for more 


obstinate cases is: 
Mix thoroughly 


oil of almonds, a teaspoonful; best 
English mustard in powder, a table- 
spoonful, and enough lemon juice to 
make a thick paste; spread it on the 
face in a thin plaster, night and 
morning, until the skin smarts. 


In a few days the outer skin 


should loosen and peel off, as dead 
skin, almost imperceptibly, and the 
freckles disappear. 


After they have gone the skin 


should be bathed several times a day 
with a solution of borax.

Spread of Disease. 


The Board of Directors of 
the 


Pennsylvania Society for the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis at its monthly 
meeting last week, passed upon cer- 
tain pieces of work of considerable 
interest to the public. 


Merchants and manufacturers, first 


in Philadelphia and after that in all 
parts of the state, are to be asked to 
aid in controlling tuberculosis by co- 
operating with the society along cer- 
tain lines now being presented to 
them personally in a carefully work- 
edout plan. Those who have already 
been approached upon this subject 
have expressed considerable interest 
in this method for controlling the 
spread of tuberculosis. 


The board gave favorable consider- 


ation to a letter to be sent to rail- 
roads of the state requesting their 
co-operation in controlling the spread 
of tuberculosis among travelers. The 
railroads are asked to furnish to trav- 
elers,~under certain conditions, sani- 
tary 
devices, 
drinking 
cups, etc., j 


which are intended to prevent th< 
spread of communicable diseases, am 
to place upon the walls of cars, o 
give individually to careless traveler 
a card of instruction upon this sub 
ject. 


The report of the executive secre 


tary, Wallace Hatch, showed tha 
calls for information, employment 
etc., were gradually increasing, and

In many ways the Lord is ever prov- 


ing us to see if we are willing to be 
whole heartedly His and to walk in 
His ways, and He is also asking us to 
prove Him and see if He will not do 
just as He says (Gen. xxii, 1: Deut. viii, 
2, 16; John vi, 6; Mai iii, 10). that we 
may know Him and glorify Him in the 
eyes of others. In Jesus of Nazareth 
God found one who was perfectly His 
own in thought, word and deed, one 
who could say, "I delight to do Thy 
will, O my God; yea. Thy law is with- 
in my heart" (Ps. xl. S). 
All others 


hare failed in greater or less degree, 
but some have desiied to live thus, 
and where God sees that desire He ac- 
cepts It and makes much of it, for "it 
there be first a willing mind It is ac- 
cepted according to that a man hath 
and not according to that he bath not" 
(II Cor. viii, 12). Saul soon proved him- 
self willful and disobedient, and Sam- 
uel had to say to him: "Thy kingdom 
shall not continue. The Lord hath 
sought Him a man after His own heart 
who shall fulfill all His will" (chapter 
xiii, 14; Acts xiii, 22). Tbe Lord tried 
Saul repeatedly, for He is long suffering, 
but again and again he failed. After the 
night at Samuel's house Samuel sent 
him to Gtlgal, saying, "Seven days 
shalt thou tarry till I come to thee and 
shew thee what thou shalt do" (chapter 
x, 8). We read hi chapter sill, 8-14. that 
he tarried seven days, but evidently 
not quite the full time, and himself Of- 
fered the offerings, and as soon as he 
had made an end of offering Samuel 
came and reproved him and said the 
words quoted above. 
Thus we see 


Saul taking upon himself to do what 
be had no right to and so impatient 
that he could not wait the full time. 
By little things God tests us, as when 
He tested Gideon's ten thousand. 


In the lesson chapter today God 


again tries Saul by sending him to 
smite and utterly destroy the Amale- 
kites, who were the first to fight with 
Israel after they left Egypt and con- 
cerning whom God said that He would 
put out the remembrance of them from 
under heaven (Ex. svii, 8-16). Saul 
went forth and smote them as he had 
been commanded, but not fully, for it 
is written, "But Saul and the people 
spared Agag and the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen and of the fatlings 
and the lambs," etc. (verse 9). Yet

This, however, was 
not the Lord's view of it, for He said 
to Samuel, "It repenteth Me that I 
have set up Saul to be king, for he is 
turned back from following Me and 
. 
hath not performed My command- 
ments" (verse 11). A word is in order 
here about this repenting of the Lord 
spoken of in this verse and in verse 35 
and the seeming contradiction in verse 
29, with which compare Num. ssiii, 19. 


It is impossible that God should 


change His mind or be sorry for any- 
thing He had done, as if things had 
turned out differently from what He 
had expected; but, foreseeing all events 
and knowing that at a certain point He 
would have to change His mode of 
procedure, when these turning points 
In the unfolding of His purpose come 
these are called His repentings. We 
change our mind and do otherwise; 
but, while God does otherwise than 
He had been doing, He never changes 
His mind. See in verses 20, 21, how 
Saul persists in saying that he had 
obeyed the voice of the Lord, but ad- 
mitting that he had saved the best o 
the sheep and oxen to sacrifice unt 
the Lord. Then follows Samuel's sting 
ing rebuke: "Behold, to obey Is bette 
than sacrifice. * * * Because thou has 
rejected the word of the Lord He hath 
also rejected thee from being king 
(verses 22, 23). See also in verse 26 th 
emphasis upon the fact that his partia 
obedience was a rejection of tbe word 
of the Lord. There is even in thes 
days much paitial belief of the Lord's 
messages, but few consider that a sin 
Here is something to consider sprlous 
Iy—that a partial belief or obedience is 
a virtual i ejection of nis word. It is 
to be feared that many a preacher who 
is failing to declare the 
vs hole truth 


has no better excuse than that of Saul 
"I feared the people nnd obeyed thoii 
voice" (verse 24). That man has sure- 
ly missed bis calling «ho while pos. 


—ing as a minister of Jesus Christ ghes 


more thought to his congregation and 
how to please them than to pleasing 
Him v; hose messenger he professes to 
be. Such a one had bettor gn e hood 
to Gal i. 30. "If I jet pleased nvn I 
should not be the sonant of ChrNt " 
also I Thess. i!, 4. "Not as pleasing 
men, but God, who trieth our hearts" 


It is sadly true that there are preach 


ers who. knowing that if they preach- 
ed tbe whole counsel of God they could 
not keep their situation, prefer to bo 
false to God for the sake of their liv- 
ing. 
There arc also many In tbe pulpit 


and out of it who, while professing 
hearty obedience to God, allow their 
hearts to c.irrj them away and their 
eyes to win'i at certain things (Job xv.

the beautiful home of Mr. Bryan. 
It 
is situated on an elevated site, the 
land on all sides gradually sloping 
away from it. A vineyard containing 
the "choicest fruit lies on the south- 
ern slope from the house. 
Trees 
which are kept trimmed by Mr. Bry- 
an cannot be surpassed for symme- 
try. 
Mr. Bryan's farm of 150 acres 


which is productive of fine crops lies 
all around this house. He has seven 
fine horses, and the hens (to which 
he doffed his hat when he returned 
from abroad) are numerous. 
"Entering Mr. Bryan's home he 


meets you with his 
characteristic 


broad smile and with a handshake 
that almost makes you feel as though 
he had been anxiously waiting to see 
you."Mr. Bryan is a lover of comfort 
in his home, despising much linen 
in hot weather. He was attired in a 
light soft shirt, a low collar, with a 
black string tie, somewhat carelessly 
tied, and a light sack coat. 
"I was fortunate in having made 


my visit when I did, for the news- 
paper men at the entrance to Fair- 
view were enjoying their afternoon 
sleep and Mr. Bryan had the time to 
himself. 
"It was certainly my great pleas- 


ure to be taken 
by Mr. Bryan 
through his home. 
In his magnifi- 


cent library are found all kinds of 
carios. Works of the finest art from 
at home and abroad, presented to Mr. 
Bryan by his friends, are found here, 
with images of heathen worship, in- 
struments of warfare from all foreign 
countries, tapestries of great intrin- 
sic values, making up the decorations 
in this magnificent home. 
"Mr. Bryan's library particularly 


appeals to one. Here are found works 
of all the great authors. 
Statuary 


and handsome paintings of the great 
statesmen ornament the walls and a 
bust of Mr. Bryan has its place on a 
pedestal. 
Books dealing with eco- 


nomic, historical, sociological and 
theological questions make up the 
greatest portion of his library, but a 
very little bit of fiction being found. 
The atmosphere of the library sug- 
gests culture, thought and greatness.

spends most of his time is a den in 
what might be called the basement.

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CHAFIX AXD WATKINS 


Xamed by Prohibitionists as Stand- 


ard-Bearers. 


The Prohibition National Conven- 


tion in Columbus, O., on Thursday of 
last week 
nominated 
Eugene W. 


Chafin of Chicago for President and 
Aaron S. Watkins of Ada, O., for Vice 
President. 
Both nominations were 
made unanimous. 


On the first two ballots Mr. Chafin 


did not show a great amount of 
strength, receiving but 195 out of 
1,083 votes on the first and 376 out 
of 1,087 on the second ballot. 
His 
nomination was assured, 
however, 


when the roll call began for the third 
ballot. 
His own state, which had 


voted largely for Daniel R. Sheen of 
Peoria, and the New York delegation, 
followed by those of Indiana and 
Wisconsin, came over to Mr. Chafin 
and on the third ballot he received a 
total of 636 votes. 


The strongest - competitor of Mr. 


Chafin was Rev. William B. Palmore 
of St. Louis, who received 274 votes 
on the first ballot and more than 
400 on the second. 


It was then decided to make Mr. 


Palmore the Vice Presidential nomi- 
nee, and he was named by acclama- 
tion. 
He declined to accept the of- 
fice, however, and persisted in his at- 
titude despite the strong tirgings of 
his friends. 


Finally it was decided that Prof. 


Aaron S. Watkins of Ada, O., should 
be named by acclamation. 
There 


was no opposition to him at the mo- 
ment and Chairman. Charles Scanlan 
was on the verge of declaring Profes- 
sor Watkins the nominee when dele- 
gates in various parts of the hall 
broke in with a flood of motions, 
amendments 
and 
suspensions 
of 
rules. 


An extended debate finally result- 


ed in the restoration of the rules and 
in a ballot for the Vice Presidency 
three men were named: 
Professor 


Watkins, T. B. Demaree of Kentucky 
and Charles S. Holler of Indiana. The 
ballot resulted in the nomination of 
Professor Watkins by an overwhelm- 
ing majority and he was immediately 
thereafter, upon motion of the Ken- 
tucky delegates, made the unanimous 
choice of the convention.

HECKERMAX LETTER 


P-Nut Man Visits Niagara Falls — 


Reaches Other Points. 


I have devoted this entire Sunday 
to the seeing of all I could see at this 
place. I have not been here for some 
years and everything save the falls 
has changed in the interim. 


Niagara Falls, "earth's grandest 
sight," is conceived to be "the em- 
blem of God's majesty." Among some 
of the attempts to describe Niagara 
Falls may be quoted the following: 
"Of all the sights on this earth of 
ours which tourists travel to see, at 
least all of thojae that the writer has 
seen, I shall give the palm to the 
Falls of Niagara. 
In the list of such 


sights I intend to include all build- 
ings, all pictures and wonders of art 
made by man's hands, also all the 
beauties of nature made by God to 
delight all." 
At Niagara there is the 


fall of water alone which makes the 
everlasting rainbow. Fanny Kemble 
says, "I lifted up mine eyes and be- 
held Niagara; Oh, God! who can de- 
scribe that sight?" The first descrip- 
tion of the falls was published away 
back in 1683 by a Frenchman. 
The 
height of the horse-shoe falls is 160 
feet and Mrs. Anna Edson Taylor 
shot the same in 1901 in a barrel 
and survived to tell of the experi- 
ence; a feat never before accomplish- 
ed. When one looks at it they think 
no one could go through and live. 
The water between the falls and the 
rapids is ISO feet, we are told. The 
water looks green and to the eye it 
is green. This is caused by its great 
depth. 


Since I was here before three 
bridges have been built, the last one 
in 1898, is 1,240 feet long and is 
192 feet above the water. The floor- 
way is 46 feet wide and is used for 
electric trolley, carriage and foot 
passenger. 
The length of one spaa is 


840 feet, said to be the longest in 
the world. There is a small steamer 
just below the falls; 'tis the "Maid 
of the Mist," so called because it is 
always in the mist that arises below 
the falls. 
No one should say that 


they have been to Niagara and not 
taken this trip across the river just 
below the falls. Thousands will visit 
Niagara for the first time. They will 
drink in its beauty and feast their 
eyes on the many view points and go 
home with their minds filled with 
awe of its loveliness. Many of these 
will never be permitted to view it 
again, hence all should get the best 
view of the great cataract and this 
is best done by taking a ride on the 
boat, "Maid of the Mist" and a trol- 
ley ride around and through Niagara 
Gorge. They will charge you a dol- 
lar for the ride and offer to let you 
off at half dozen places where they 
fleece you to see something that is 
much better seen from the car as it 
makes its regular trip. So keep your 
seat; the trip takes about an hour 
and a half and is well worth the 
money. 
Aside from the scenic at- j 


tractions Niagara abounds in historic | 
lore. 
Indian legends are connected j 


with every point of interest; the stor- 
ies ot battles, "skrimuges and sich," 
many of which have a national mean- 
ing, 
and these, when related by an 


intelligent cab driver who has made 
a study of them and is a Siamese 
twin coachman and historian, are 


worth the fare. 


rail. Many are afraid to go through 
the rapids in the boat and I must 
confess that it makes one feel sort of 
queer as he sees the big Indian 
Baptiste mount the box,, and take 
hold of the wheel to steer the boat 
through the rapids for one slight 
twist or wrong move of his would 
likely cause all on board to be lost, 
as the boat would be dashed__ against 
the rocks and crushed. 


The electric railway runs along the 
brink of the cliff on the Canadian 
side of the Niagara Gorge. 
At the 


falls this line of cars (the belt line) 
runs close to the cataract and within 
the cloud of spray. The suspension 
bridge marks the beginning of the 
whirlpool rapids. This road follows 
the bank of the river, thus keeping 
in view the seething waters, and the 
rapids are constantly in view. 
Near 
the river bank' on the Canadian side 
stands the Brock Monument which 
on a clear day can be seen for forty 
miles, they say. 
It was unveiled in 
1860 by King Edward, and marks 
the spot where Brock was wounded. 
I, of course, have not told you a 
hundredth part about this place. To- 
day is a scorcher and thousands are 
here from all over the land and es- 
pecially from Buffalo, N. Y., which is 
about twenty miles away; fare for 
round trip, half a dollar. These vis- 
itors are all seeking the- shady nooks 
and lazily enjoying themselves. All 
stores and bars are open. I saw al- 
most everything but a church today. 


Leaving Buffalo on the 
trolley, 
which runs along as smoothly as the 
H. & B. T. 
at a schedule rate of 


twenty-five miles an hour it did not 
take long to reach Rochester. 
There 


are hundreds of acres planted in cab- 
bage all along the way and the wheat 
is not cut yet. Potatoes and onions 
are grown largely all along the way. 
Rochester is a beautiful city. 
There 
are twenty thousand Italians in the 
city and not over two hundred ne- 
groes. 
Main street, Rochester, is a 


model of beauty at night. 


I next took a trolley for Geneva 


and passed along Lake Seneca. My, 
the grapes that are grown all along 
the way, and one certainly feasts his 
eye on the beautiful scenery as he 
goes along. 
'Tis 51 miles 
from 


Rochester to Geneva; fare on trolley 
90c. 
At Geneva you face the lake 
and the sight is great. 
Then I had 


to take steam cars for Auburn where 
the big state prison is situated. 
I 
got it in the neck at Auburn, the first 
town that I got no business in since 
I left- Pittsburg. 
I, of course, was 


disgusted and boarded a trolley at 
9 p. m. for Syracuse, 27 miles more, 
but I live to tell you of it. That day 
1 had 78 miles by trolley and 50 
by steam. Well, when I went to the 
Yates House to stay and was told 
that their lowest rate on the Ameri- 
can plan was $3.50 a day, my heart 
went way down into my boots, eh! 
shoes, for my cash was limited. Next 
I'll try to tell you something of Syra- 
cuse, etc. " Concord, N. H., American 
House, is where I'll expect next pa- 
per.

Hints for Preserving 


The first consideration is a preserv- 


ing kettle of brass polished until lus- 
trous and with no stain of fruit. 


This is the sort of vessel used by 


the old-fashioned housewife and the 
jellies of our grandmothers have 
never been equaled. 


Porcelain kettles should be dis- 


carded as soon as the}' commence to 
crack and tin; iron or pewter should 
never be used. 


The best jelly bag is a long one 


made of flannel, which is made in a 
point at the bottom. 


This should never be squeezed in 


order to hasten the dropping or a dis- 
coloration of the fruit will result. 


In selecting fruit the greatest care 


should be takeu to see that it is not 
overripe. 


Berries 
that have been picked 


more than 24 hours are too old to 
make good jellies and preserves. 


A cheesecloth bag will be found 


useful in straining the fruit through 
the colander. 


To keep jelly and jam from mold- 


Ing on top the fruit should he cover- 
ed with paper dipped in brandy. 


Jelly glasses without fitted tin or 


glass tops can be covered by pieces of 
writing paper. 


These pieces should be dipped in 


the unbeaten whites of an egg and 
pasted at once over the glass. 


Plenty of sugar makes rich and 


luscious preserves and makes the 
fruit keep much longer. 


To prevent jars from cracking 


when the hot preserves are poured in 
them set on cloths dipped in cold 
water and partly wrung out.

DOCTORING CATTLE. 


Drenching 
Is Dangerous and 
Often 


Proves Fatal, Says a Veterinarian. 
Dr. David Roberts, Wisconsin state 


veterinarian, gives this advice: 


Perhaps the best way of demonstrat- 


ing the danger of drenching cattle Is 
to advise the reader to throw back his 
head as far as possible and attempt to 
swallow. This you will find to be a 
difficult task, and you will find it morp 
difficult and almost impossible to swa! 
low with the mouth open. 
It is foi 


this reason that drenching cattle is a 
dangerous practice. If a cow's head b;> 
raised as high as possible and hei 
mouth kept open by the drenching bot- 
.tle or horn a portion of the liquid i* 
very apt to pass down the windpipe 
into the lungs, sometimes causing iu 
stant death by smothering, at other 
times causing death to follow in a 
few days from congestion or inflammn 
tion of the lungs. 


Give all cattle their medicine hyp-- 


dermically or in feed. 
If they refuse 


feed give it dry on the tongue. 
Th-' 


proper method of giving a cow mecli 
cine is to stand ou the right side or 
the cow, placing the left arm around 
the nose and at the same time open 
ing her mouth, and with a spoon in the 
right hand place the medicine, wliicli 
should be in a powdered form, back on

through a portion of the summer at 
least without grain. 


This can usually be done when the 


grazing is plentiful, nutritious aud suc- 
culent 
The effect on the system is 


cooling, the digestion is less taxed, and 
the influence exerted is renovating. 
But when the season draws near fo 
service it may be necessary to feed 
grain to them again, that they may 
begin the season's service strong anc 
vigorous.

Plated Tin Spoons. 


Here is one way of makiug spoons, 


the process described being used in 
the manufacture of one variety of tin 
plated spoons.

the spoon is formed, and then in still 
another the handle, and so at laat 
you have the spoon in its complete 
Ipoon shape in steel, ready now to be 
mated by dipping it In molten tin.— 
New York Sun.

Sheep feel neglect, and there is always 
failure where they are kept in a shift- 
less, careless way. 
Every year raise 


larubs that are better than their dams 
and your success is assured. Take good 
care of the ewes. 
This care ought to 


begin before the Iambs come. Getting 
ready is always the most important 
part of all. The ewes should have the 
best hay and grain we have In the crib. 
Musty hay will not do. Heavy grain i 
not the thing for the last fe'w weeks 
before the lambs come. Keep salt be- 
fore the sheep at all times. They eat 
lots of it. 


Sheep and Dogs. 


We have kept sheep for the last 


twenty years and never had a dog 
bother them, says a Maryland breeder. 
If you will put sheep bells on about 
half of your flock you will not be both- 
ered with dogs. 
A sheep dog is a 


sneak thief and will not go where he 
will make a noise. 
Put fifty bells on 


a hundred sheep, aud you' need not 
lose any sleep listening for dogs. The 
bells cost 75 cents per dozen, straps 
about the same price. I live in a dairy 
section, but some farmers keep sheep, 
and dogs attack only the flocks that 
are not belled. 


Weeds and Stjeep. 


Weeds come in without any 
effort 


on our part, but in spite of our'hardest 
efforts to keep them out. How run Wi? 
utilize them? Pigs make good Us,e o 
them, but sheep will make the best usi 
of tho weed crop, writes a farmer ii 
Rural New Yorker. Sheep can be tied 
m a fence corner or with a portable 
fence kept on a small piece of grouuc 
after one crop has been taken off and 
the weeds start. There are dozens of 
waj-s in which the sheep can be used 


will 
to keep down weeds, and they 
prove a blessing to any weedy farm. 


Shearing Sheep. 


Those who have very many sheep 


should have a shearing machine. It 
does the work better and quicker than 
hand shears, without so much injury 
to the sheep. 
Where one has but a 


few sheep it is better to go in with his 
neighbors and get a machine. But it is 
well to learn how to shear by hand. 
Teach the boys even though you have 
a machine. It is bad practice to leave 
any tags on the sheep. 
If you don't 


want them in the wool, clip them off 
anyway just for the looks of tho sheep 
The best time to dip is right after 
shearing. 
Some wait until the ticks 


have all gone ou to the Iambs and then 
dip only tho lambs. 
Better dip all 


sheep and Iambs, not once, but twice, 
so as to catch the ticks thnt hntcli 
after tho first dip.
